OBSTETRICS 


To  provide  the  opportunity  for  the  student  to  broaden  her 
knowledge,  skills,  and  understanding  of  the  maternal  cycle 
and  to  apply  her  abilities  in  the  care  of  mother  and  baby. 


GYNECOLOGY 

Objectives  for  students  during  the  course  of  Gynecology

SURGERY 


That  branch  of  medicine  concerned  with  the  pre-opera- 
tive  and  post-operative  care  of  the  patient  in  correcting 
deformities,  repairing  injuries  and  relieving  suffering. 
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PEDIATRICS 

To  help  the  student  to  understand  the  parent-child-nurse 
relations  not  only  thru  her  eyes,  but  through  the  eyes  of  the 
parent  and  child  as  well. 


OPERATING  ROOM 


The  aim  of  the  student  nurse's  experience  in  the  operating 
room  is  to  help  her  develop  an  understanding  of  the  opera- 
tion as  a  method  of  treatment  and  to  use  the  knowledge 
gained  as  a  basis  for  more  effective  nursing.
